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Bucking state results, Wilmington chooses Healey

WILMINGTON - Tuesday's State 
Election may have chosen Deval 
Patrick for Governor, but Wilmington 
voters chose Kerry Healey in a nar- 
row 181 vote margin. According to 
Town Clerk Sharon George, voter 
turnout came in at 8,833 or an unoffi- 
cial 58.5% of registered voters as of 
late Tuesday evening. Additionally, 
all three ballot questions failed in 
Wilmington, reflecting the overall 
choice of state Voters. 

In a campaign marred at once by 
negative ads, questionable backings, 
and uncertain policy stances, the 
Governor's race, in the end, wasn't 
even close. A twenty point spread 
between the candidates remained in 


place for most of the night. 
Candidate Christy Mihos, an inde- 
pendent, received 7% of the state 
vote and Green-Rainbow Party can- 
didate Grace Ross garnered just 2%. 
In Wilmington, the vote went 4038 to 
the team of Kerry Healey and Reed 
Hillman and 3857 to the team of 
Deval Patrick and Tim Murray. 

The Boston Globe called the contest 
at 8:19 p.m. and Healey delivered her 
concession speech at 9:30 p.m. 
Patrick delivered his acceptance 
speech just before 11:00 p.m., follow- 
ing speeches from Senators John 
Kerry and Edward Kennedy, and 
Lieutenant Governor Elect Tim 
Murray. Patrick called on supporters 
to “build bridges” to supporters of all 


the gubernatorial candidates and 
thanked them and Governor Romney 
for their “service to the 
Commonwealth.” 

Wilmington voted along the lines of 
most of the rest of the state for the 
remainder of the ballot. For locally 
contested offices, Wilmington chose 
Salem Democrat John Tierney over 
Republican Richard Barton for his 
sixth term representing the Sixth 
District in the U.S. House of 
Representatives. Mary Ellen 
Manning won another term as Fifth 
District Councillor to the Governor's 
Council over Independent Timothy 
Houten. 

Running unopposed were Bruce 
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Elvira Kowalchik checked in to vote with Jean LeFavour and Don Armstrong at 
Wilmington Tuwn Hall on Tuesday. Just over 58% of Wilmington’s registered vot-

TEWKSBURY - Planning directors and town lead- 
ers from Tewksbury, Wilmington and Andover got 
together last week with representatives from the 
Cecil Group, a planning and design firm out of 
Boston, to begin a dialogue for the development of 
the Lowell Junction Interchange. 

The Lowell Junction area of Andover, located 
between exits 41 and 42 of I-93, consists mainly of 
industrial and office buildings, particularly Wyeth 
and Gillette corporations. Without direct access 
from I-93 most employees travel in whole or in part 
through the Ballardvale section of Andover, creating 
tremendous congestion in a part of town ill-equipped 
to handle it. The Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission (MVPC) developed nine alternatives, 
each with pros and cons, offering a new ramp from 
1-93. 

The Interchange Justification Report, produced by 
the Merrimack Valley Planning Commission, and 
submitted to the Executive Office of Transportation 
for Massachusetts in July has gone on to the Federal 
Highway Administration for review, according to 
Andover Director of Planning Paul Materazzo. 

Last week, the Tri-Town Task Force met for the first 
sime with the Cecil Group to create a vision for the 
jevelopment of the Lowell Junction area. With the 
somplexity of three towns and three separate region- 
il planning commissions, the work to build a com- 
wehensive, long range vision for the Lowell Junction 
wea must begin before the FHA makes a determina- 
ion on the actual layout of the interchange.

than has ever been done before. 

The town pays veterans’ bene- 
fits up front, and the town then 
puts in for reimbursement from 
the state and federally from the 
Veterans Administration (VA) 
The year before Cimaglia 
stepped on board, less than 
$5,000 was expended on veter- 
ans' benefits, and none of that 
money was reimbursed. In just 
the first six months of Cimaglia 
being on the job, more than 
$200,000 came back to the town. 
In the past year veterans have 
received upwards of $80,000 in 
benefits.

Students not being used 
by Tewksbury teachers 


Dear editor: 

The terrific turnout of 
Tewksbury Teachers at last 
Wednesday's School 
Committee Meeting led to 
some odd comments by 
Tewksbury School Committee 
member, Joseph Russell (as 
quoted in the Lowell Sun, 
10/19/06). He was quoted, “I 
feel (the students) are being 
used by the teachers.” I dis- 
pute that statement. Students 
today are taught to analyze, 
write, express opinions, and 
certainly to perform these 
skills on a wide variety of tests 
and venues. Last Wednesday 
the student representative to 
the School Committee, Ms. 
Shauna Sullivan, was very elo- 
quent and was supported by a 
large number of students dur- 
ing her presentation. The stu- 
dent representative delivered 
an important message that 
was not believed by board 
members. She was certainly 
more credible than Mr. Russell 
was when he stated in the 
Lowell Sun, “I know we are 
fighting for teachers and the 
kids.” He is not fighting for 
teachers! We expect the 
Tewksbury School Committee 
to fulfill their fiduciary 
responsibility and settle this 
contract. Mr. Russell's specu- 
lation shows his disrespect for 
current Tewksbury teachers 
and what we are doing. I 
would hope teachers are 
teaching this type of démocra- 
tie action to students, encour- 
aging positive, social analysis 
and commentary. 

Ms. Sullivan reminds me of 
John Quiney Adams our sixth 


President. He would stand up 
at the beginning of each new 
session of Congress (He 
served 17 years in the House of 
Representatives after one 
term as President and one 
term as Senator.) to express 
his contempt for slavery. He 
went against a Congress 
whose rules at the time out- 
lawed such statements against 
slavery. Adams was brave 
enough to speak his mind 
against the Southerner's cul- 
ture. Ms. Sullivan spoke a 
truthful message to the politi- 
cians on the School Committee 
that went against the commit- 
tee's culture of looking down 
their noses at the Tewksbury 
Teachers Association; paying 
us the lowest wages of the 
twelve towns around us; and 
always dragging out negotia- 
tions by saying there is no 
money. Last year's retired 
teachers are receiving a 3.3% 
Cost of Living Adjustment 

(C,O.L.A.) starting in 
January. Mr. Russell has been 
fighting to offer teachers in 
‘Tewksbury a 0% C.O.L.A. and 
wants us to work with larger 
class sizes and for longer 
hours. 

Ms, Sullivan has learned her 
lessons very well and speaks 
as an independent person not 
“being used by teachers” but 
certainly being taught by 
them. Ms. Sullivan deserves 
an apology from Mr. Russell 
and we deserve a new con- 
tract.

“One veteran received a 
$28,000 check just two weeks 
before Christmas,” Cimaglia 
recalls. “There are people in 
town that fought in six or eight 
major battles, like Iwo Jima for 
instance, and then just came 
home and went to work and 
lived their lives. These guys 
deserve these benefits, and 
many of them really need 


thei.’ 

. Cimaglia is regularly meeting 
veterans who did not realize 
t eligible for extended 
benefits; veterans who were 
thankful that they had once 
received assistance for a tank 
of heating oil. Some of these 
men are now receiving monthly 
benefits. 

“You wouldn't believe how 
much a single $400 check can 
make a difference in the lives 
of ‘many of these heroes,” 
Cimaglia said. 

The community's more recent 
veterans are also on Cimaglia's 
radar. He has secured college 

~~ tuition for many veterans 
¥ ing from the current war 
in Iraq and Afghanistan. He 
has even found money for 
‘Academy training for a couple 
of Wilmington's police officers 
recently back from serving 
their country. 

Cimaglia knows firsthand 
about the sacrifices made by 
sérvicemen and women. He 

,eglisted in the National Guard 
in 1980 and was called to active 
duty for the Gulf War. He was 
in-country 10 days before the 
start of the war, and stayed 
there for eight months. 

“My son was 7-months old 


when I left,” Cimaglia said. “I 
missed his first birthday and 
his first steps, and a lot of 
firsts.” 

The position of Veterans 
Agent is currently a part-time 
position in Wilmington, as it is 
in many communities. 
Cimaglia currently splits his 
time between Wilmington and 
Reading. His accomplishments 
in Reading are no less impres- 
sive, 

As a result of Cimaglia's 
efforts, for instance, this year 
the Town of Reading will hold 
Veteran's Day ceremonies for 
the first time in more than 20 


years. 

The part-time status in 
Wilmington may, however, 
become a thing of the past. 

There has been a grassroots 
effort, led by local veterans, to 
make the position of Veterans 
Agent in Wilmington a full-time 
position. 

The Board of Selectmen 
recently received a letter writ- 
ten by a local veteran advocat- 
ing for such a change. Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Raymond 
Lepore suggested that the Town 
Manager explore the idea to 
determine whether it would be 
beneficial to the community. 

“It would be a good idea to 
look into it,” Lepore told the 
Town Crier. “It would be a big 
plus for the veterans of this 
community. The Board of 
Selectmen should be commend- 
ed for bringing it forward and 
the Town Manager should be 
commended for looking into it.” 

According to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, the issue is 
being evaluated. 

“There are very few things 
that we're looking to expand for 
next year, but this is one of the

things that we are exploring,” 
Caira said. “(Cimaglia) is 
clearly doing a tremendous 
amount of outreach as the 
monthly caseload has 
increased signi ly. 

According to Caira, the town's 
monthly caseload amounted to 
a handful of veterans or less in 
years past. The current case- 
load includes 25 to 30 veterans. 

“Many years the town would 
budget $15,000 toward assis- 
tance to veterans, and that 
would more than cover the 
expenditures,” Caira said. 
“This fiscal year - which began 
in July - we budgeted $80,000, 
which I predict will be woefully 
shy of what will be expended. 
He is doing his job by ensuring 
that all veterans and their fam- 
ilies are receiving what they 
are entitled to.” 

Based upon the amount of 
work being produced, Caira 
suspects that Cimaglia is cur- 
rently putting in a good deal 
more than 40 hours between 
Wilmington and Reading. 

The matter is still being 
examined. One way the posi- 
tion may be expanded to a 40- 
hour position is to broaden the 
role somewhat to include addi- 
tional duties, all of which would 
pertain in some manner to vet- 
eran affairs. 

Cimaglia, for his part, is 
pleased to hear that the 
Wilmington position is being 
considered for full-time status. 
He'd be thrilled to devote more 
time to his hometown. He 
derives a tremendous amount 
of satisfaction in helping the 
veterans of the community. 

“I was born for this job,” 
Cimaglia says.

Wilmington's Hamilton spoke 
with the Crier and explained 
that Wilmington “probably has 
the smallest portion of devel- 
opable land that would be 
opened by this interchange.” 

“Each town has constraints 
about what it would like to see 
on the parcels of land within its 
borders,” said Hamilton. “We 
want to create a vision because 
we do not want to see infra- 
structure to local streets, Salem 
Street in particular.” 

Tewksbury and Wilmington 
would both like to avoid any 
housing on the parcels in ques- 
tion, since it would be extreme- 
ly cumbersome to bus students 
to schools from property acces- 
sible only via 1-93. Andover 
may pursue some housing on its 
land within the impact area. 
Additionally, Wilmington has 
identified some wetlands that 
will need protection throughout 
the development process. 

“We'd like to see some sort of 
motel, office and retail com- 
plex,” stated Hamilton. “Our 
parcel is part of the land that 
would be controlled by Mills. 


They've been very supportive of 
our plans and willing to market 
it in that direction.”

Like a lobster in a lobster trap...

WILMINGTON - A rash of 
burglaries in Wilmington has 
recently garnered Town Crier 
headlines. - Though never a 
common occurrence, burglaries 
are not completely without 
precedent here in town. 

A house on Woburn Street in 
North Wilmington left a pair of 
burglars stymied, in February 
1970.

Amazingly Wildcat football team is 7-2

NORTH ANDOVER - 


Sitting on concrete stairs in 
the hot early days of 
September, Wilmington High 
Football coach Bob Almeida 
was asked about the thoughts 
of this year’s roster. He 
thought about his personnel 
and offered that he really did: 
_n’'t know what to expect this 
season. 
On Friday night, no one 
could have expected what 
happened in week No. 9 of 
high school gridiron play. 
First the Wildcats trailed 14- 
0 just 6:07 into the game and 
it appeared as if it would be a 
long night ahead at North 
Andover's gorgeous field turf 
stadium. Then the ‘Cats ral- 
lied back to take a 27-21 lead 
with 4:02 left in the game and 
sealed the win when Richie 
Barry intercepted a North 
Andover pass at the Wildcats 
12 yard line with just under a 
minute to go in the game. 
And from the start of the 
game when the ‘Cats trailed 
to the end of the game when 
they came away with the 27-21 
victory, who would ‘have 
thought that Wilmington 
would win this game and 
improve to 7-2, while at the 


same time utilize two quar 
terbacks in the game very 
effectively and at the same 
time give up 210 rushing 
yards to a sensational run- 
ning back, yet still come 
away with the win? 

Barry for one expected all of 
this, 

“I honestly thought we 
would be this good,” he said. 
“After (losing to ) Belmont 
(in overtime in the first game 
of the season) I knew that we 
would be a good fight the rest 
of the season and that we 
were going to get it done. I 
knew right after Belmont that 
we had a good team and what 
it takes to win a lot of 
games.” 

So many tremendous stories 
came out of this one game, 
but none more so than Barry, 
who was nothing short of 
exceptional on the night. He 
ended up taking the ball 25 
times and rushing for 149 
yards. He scored a 21-yard 
touchdown run on the first 
play from scrimmage in the 
second quarter to cut the lead 
in half at 14-7, and then 
scored a huge touchdown on a 
54-yard shovel pass from 


Steve Stewart as time expired 
to end the second quarter to 
tie the game up at 14-14 at the 


break. 

After Steve Stewart tossed 
his second touchdown of the 
game to big brother Greg 
(the first time the two com- 
pleted a touchdown together) 
giving Wilmington a 21-14 
lead, North Andover’s 
Andrew Foote came right 
back scoring on a 1-yard run 
with the PAT kick good mak- 
ing it 21-21 with 23 seconds 
left in the third quarter. 
Barry then put the game 
away with his third touch- 
down of the night, this one 
from 7 yards out, before inter- 
cepting the pass on a last 
minute drive to end the game. 

“I saw the read and the 
other kid came behind me so 
I just said to myself that I was 
going to pick this (pass) off,” 
said Barry. “I think North 
Andover expected us to load 
up on Foote so’ we would 
expect the run and maybe 
catch us off guard, but we just 
played it good.’ 

Offensively, Barry made two 
huge statements in the past 
two Friday nights. The Cape 
Ann League has four tremen- 
dous running backs with 
Masconomet’s Eric Bunker, 
Ipswich’s Steve Phanuef, 
North Andover’s Andrew 
Foote and Barry. Last week

Phanuef rushed for 252 yards 
and scored four touchdowns. 
Barry countered with 161 
yards and one touchdown but 
this Wildcat team won 27-25. 
On Friday, Foote had 212 
rushing yards and 2 touch- 
downs, while, Barry had 149 
rushing yards, a 54-yard TD 
catch ‘and an interception, 
again leading his team to a 
victory. 

“(Foote’s) a great back and 
I'll give that to him,” said 
Barry. “He's an awesome 
running back. But I think I’m 
up there with the rest of the 


guys.” 
Heading to the game, 
Almeida had a lot on his mind 


and a lot of decisions to make. 
Starting quarterback Kyle 
Moon hurt his knee in the 
team’s fifth game of the sea- 
son against Masconomet 
back on October 6th. Steve 
Stewart has filled in 
admirably ever since, but 
Moon was healthy to play 
against the Scarlet Knights. 
The two of them alternated 
snaps, and Moon ended up 
completing 6-of-11 passes for 
87 yards, while, Stewart was 
3-of-6 for 80 yards with two 
touchdowns and one intercep- 
tion. So what's’ the future 
plans, coach? 

“I don’t know,” — said 
Almeida. “They both bring a 
lot to the table. They are both 
good quarterbacks right now 
and it seemed to have worked 
tonight. I hadn’t decided until 
about Wednesday night of 
what I was going to do but 
both kids deserved to play. 
Right now I don’t know how 
long, or when, but I just told 
the two kids that I was going 
to start the game (using both 
of them) and I didn’t know 
how long it would last or what 


would happen from there.” 

It didn’t look like that strat- 
egy was paying off early in 
the game. Wilmington trailed 
14-0 behind 15-yard touch- 
down by fullback Matt 
Burckhardt and then a 20- 
yard TD run by Foote. 
Wilmington punted on its first 
two possessions and the ‘Cats 
were behind the eight ball for 
the second straight game. 

“You are what you are but 
that’s a really good football 
team over there,” said 
Almeida. “I know I say that 
every week but they are obvi- 
ously a good team and really 
good up front. We took advan- 
tage of their secondary as 
much as we could but they 
were very strong up front. 
That number 66 (John 
Barbagallo) I don’t think we 
blocked him all game. Their 
nose guard gave us problems 
all night long and up front 
they just gave us such a hard 
time throughout the entire 
game. But our kids just 
played hard all of the way. So 
I'm thrilled for them.” 

While Wilmington climbed 
back into the game with 
Barry’s two second quarter 
touchdowns, and then Greg 
Stewart's TD pass from 
brother Steve, the ‘Cats 
defense adjusted and just 
tried to keep the Foote runs to 
a minimal. 

“We didn’t stop (Steve) 
Phanuef last week and we 
didn’t stop (Andrew) Foote 
tonight,” said Almeida. “He’s 
a heck of a back and he did a 
great job. We had him in 
places to make the play and 
we didn’t make the plays. And 
that’s a sign of a great back. 
We just tried to hold them 
down as much as we could 
We were there to make plays 
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against him but. we missed 
and that’s because of how 
good he is. We tried to stay 
away from the big play 
because last year he had 
some big plays against us and 


last week Phanuef had some : 


big plays against us. For the 
most part we stayed out of the 
big plays but we still couldn't 
stop all of his runs.” 

Greg Stewart’s touchdown 
pass made was his fourth 
reception on the night, and he 
added his fifth a 12-yard pass 
from Moon on the first play 
from downs which eventually 
led to Barry’s fourth touch- 
down of the night to seal the 
deal for Wilmington. ; 

“Greg Stewart had an unbe- 
lievable game,” said Almeida: 
“He was better than their 
guys in the secondary and he 
showed it.

Dave Magee is one of the good 
guys. Magee is an umpire and a 
referee, and I actually like the 
guy. He’s one of the truest gen- 
tlemen that i’ve ever met and 
he’s an umpire and a referee. 

That might be a tough sell to 
most ex-athletes like myself, 
who have their share of run-ins 
with officials, but in this case 
it’s a no-brainer. Dave Magee is 
a nice guy, and I can't remem- 
ber one disagreement that I've 
ever had with him on or off the 
basketball court, where I spent 
a lot of time with him many 
years ago. 

In the interest of full disclo- 
sure, Magee just happens to be 
Ron Magee’s dad, and Ron has 
been one of my best friends for 
35 years. Dave also just happens 
to be Eric Magee’s grandfather. 
Eric is currently enjoying a 
solid year as a junior corner- 
back for the Tewksbury High 
School football team. 

Recently, I sat with the senior 
Magee and Ron as they watched 
Eric toy with several Methuen 
Ranger receivers. Nothing 
much had changed from the 
last time that I chatted with 
Dave. The 73-year-old was still 
quick-witted and eager to chat 
about sports. Years ago Dave 
penned an ‘ask the referee- 
umpire column at the Town 
Crier at my _ suggestion. 
Informative and to the point, 
the idea was a solid sell to local 
readers. 

‘That afternoon in Tewksbury, 
we picked right up where we 
left off, as Ron warned his dad 
that “there's a column coming 
here.” He was right-there was. 
Dave was ready to either talk 
sports or whip both his son and 
myself in any road race. Magee 
is in great shape to this day; an 
example to anyone who thinks 
the slippery slope to old age 
starts after you turn 50. 

Magee doesn’t need to remind 
anyone that the eyes and the 
legs are still right where they 
should be. Many years ago the 
Town Crier (and myself) had 
the audacity to question 
Magee's ability to keep up with 
the action while officiating a 
Merrimack Valley Conference 
basketball game. How wrong 
wrong were we? Very wrong. 

It’s 20 years later, and has 
Magee been put out to the offi- 
ciating pasture? Hardly. Eric’s 
granddad splits his time 
between homes in Tewksbury. 
Maine and the Florida Keys, 
still assigning umpires with 
Sinny Robbins in five local 
leagues. When he's not doing 
that, he’s umpiring college 
exhibition baseball for five 
months a year in Florida. 

Last, but hardly least, Magee 
has a blast umpiring at the 
yearly Red Sox Fantasy Camp 
in Fort Meyers, Florida every 
year. Over 140 Red Sox fantasy 
die-hards dish out $4,000 for a 
week of playing baseball with 
their idols. The Red sox provide 
shirts, caps, dinners and plenty 
of Bill Lee stories to go around. 
Those campers also are lucky 
enough to get the umpiring

connection however. —_ His 
grandaughter Lindsay was an 
official ambassador for the Red 
Sox over several years. Lindsay 
(Ron's daughter), who is teach- 
ing school now in Atlanta after 
her graduation from 
Northeastern University, men- 
tioned her father to the Red 
Sox, and now the veteran 
umpire gets to display his phys- 
ical condition and keen eyesight 
to both the retired Red Sox and 
fantasy campers. 

Magee, with his winning per- 
sonality and fun-loving spirit, is 
perfect for the job of keeping 
any ‘fantasy’ game from 
becoming a total farce. “There 
are always plenty of Bill Lee 
stories to go around,” laughs 
Magee. Sure, have fun. But fol- 
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low the rules, guys. Most impor- 
tantly, don’t pull a hamstring. 
Or run into an unsuspecting 
umpire. 

Experience does indeed count 
for something. Magee and I 
totalled up the years at halftime 
of the Tewksbury-Methuen foot- 
ball game. Thirty-eight years as 
a baseball umpire. Twenty- 
seven years running up and 
down the court as a basketball 
official 

Twenty years ago I had the 
nerve (or stupidity) to questiion 
whether or not Dave Magee 
could still keep up with any 
game. How dumb was I? Pretty 
dumb. Just don’t challenge the 
guy to a race.

The process has been a long one, but after three years of waiting, Tanya and Joe Dion 
have-seen their foundation installed on Governor's Drive, located just off Salem Street 
(Route 129) near the Registry of Motor Vehicles in Reading. Joe and Tanya and their 
sons Caleb (7) and Mason (3) are one of two families who won the lottery for a Habitat 
for Humanity House, after the Dions were one of five families who applied for the house.

way. 

One man at the rodeo tells 
him to shave his mustache 
because he "looks like all the 
Muslim terrorists."

The means may be outra- 
geous, but the results speak 
volumes about people's atti- 
tudes on issues of race, cul- 
ture, class and gender, It is 
hard at points to know 
whether to laugh until you 
cry, or cry until it hurts.

The government of Pakistan has 
announced an award to recognize 
Rotary’s swift response to the plight of 
survivors of a 7.6-magnitude earthquake, 
the worst in the country’s history. 

More than 75,000 people were killed and 
3.5 million left homeless by the devastat- 
ing quake that ripped through the North- 
West Frontier province and Pakistani- 
administered Kashmir in October 2005. 

As soon as news of the disaster broke, 
local and international Rotary clubs 
rushed emergency relief to hundreds of 
thousands of affected people. District 
3270 (Afghanistan; Pakistan) set up a 
disaster relief account to accept dona- 
tions from concerned Rotarians and 
friends. Food, blankets, medicine, and 
tents were among the donated items that 
Rotarians sent and helped distribute to 
survivors. 

RI President Bill Boyd, who was presi- 
dent-elect at the time, traveled to 
Pakistan in December to comfort sur- 
vivors and convey the sympathies of the 
world’s Rotarians to the Pakistani people 


and government. He also aimed to find 
out firsthand: how Rotarians could help 
with long-term rebuilding efforts. 

The Rotary world has contributed more 
than US$5 million in cash and in-kind 
donations to assist survivors. More than 
$200,000 was directly donated into subac- 
counts The Rotary Foundation estab- 
lished in early 2006 to support earth- 
quake disaster recovery efforts in 
Pakistan, the worst-hit country, and 
affected parts of India. 

“Rotarians in Pakistan feel tremendous 
pride in receiving this award because 
this is the first time that the efforts of 
Rotary in Pakistan have been properly 
recognized,” says Muhammad Faiz 
Kidwai, immediate past governor of 
District 3270, who coordinated the relief 
efforts. “This will positively contribute in 
improving the image of Rotary in 
Pakistan.” 


Pakistani President Pervez Musharraf 
will present the award, officially called 
Sitara-e-Eisar (the Star Award for 
Courage and Sacrifices), to .Rotary 
International in February.

WILMINGTON - Each year, Rotary 
District 7930 (of which the Wilmington 
club is a member) sponsors one or more 
Rotary Ambassadorial Scholarships. 

Rotary Ambassadorial Scholarships 
present a tremendous opportunity for the 
right person to receive a $26,000 scholar- 
ship to study at a university in a foreign 
country. In return, the scholar becomes 
an ambassador for Rotary for the USA, 
spreading the message of good will and 
world peace through understanding to 

everyone they encounter in their travels. 
Candidates for the scholarship cannot be 
Rotarians or their family members, must 
have completed two years of college and 
must have substantial roots in District 
7930. Additional restrictions apply. 
Information for candidates can be found 
at the Rotary International website: 
www.rotary.org. 

Most often, District 7930 supports one 
World Peace Scholarships are very com- 
petitive (Rotary International chooses 70 
scholars worldwide), but available and 
funded through The Rotary Foundation. A. 
Cultural Scholarship May or may not be 
available and is at the discretion of the 


tion and then submit it to their hometown 
club by June 15th. The club will then 
interview the candidate(s) and decide 
whether or not to sponsor him or her. 


Each club may only sponsor one candi- 
date per year. If two superb candidates 
are identified, another club within the 
District may be approached for sponsor- 
ship. Once a decision is made to sponsor 
a candidate, the club assigns a club mem- 
ber to be a sponsor counselor to help the 
candidate through the rest of the process. 
The club then forwards the application 
packet to the Outbound Scholarship Chair 
by July 15 for the following academic year. 
Next, the District interview committee, 
which meets in August, will select one or 
more candidates to recommend to the 
Rotary Foundation Board of Trustees. 
The number of candidates the District 
chooses depends upon the amount of fund- 
ing available and on the quality of the can- 
didates, 

The Rotary Foundation has the final 
decision as to which candidates become 
scholars and assigns that candidate to one 
of the five countries that the candidate 
has chosen in his or her application. If 
approved, the candidates will receive for- 
mal notification by the end of December. 
‘The scholar must then attain admission to 
that scliool.

Rotary supports Kenya's 
response to new polio threat

Rotary International's role as a spear- 
heading partner of the Global Pélio 
Eradication Initiative often requires a 
rapid response to emergencies. 

In October, for example, the government 
of Kenya reported a case of polio in a 
three-year-old girl, the first case of the 
disease in Kenya since 1984. To help 
address the risks of the poliovirus spread- 
ing across the country, Rotary 
Foundation Trustee Chair Luis Vicente 
Giay approved a US$350,000 rapid 
response grant. 

The grant was announced on 17 October, 
a few days after the initiative confirmed 
news that the child, who lives with her 
parents at a refugee camp in Daadab, 
Garrisa, near the border of Somalia, had 
been diagnosed with polio. Rotary's con- 
tribution, channeled through the World 
Health Organization, will support emer- 
gency Subnational Immunization Days 
(SNIDs) targeting communities in north- 
eastern Kenya. 

According to Parmindar Lotay, a volun- 
teer with the Kenya National PolioPlus 
Committee, Rotary and its partners in the 
Global Polio Eradication Initiative have 
been worried since last year by news of 
imported polio transmissions in the East 
African region and the Arabian 
Peninsula, especially in Ethiopia, 
Somalia, Sudan, and Yemen. 

“We have fairly porous borders with 
some of these countries,” he says. 
Consequently, even when Kenya became 
polio-free, local Rotarians were mindful 
of the risks of reinfection from neighbor-

“Working with UNICEF, we also man- 
aged to carry out NIDs in neighboring 
war-torn countries or countries with civil 
unrest and displaced populations,” Lotay 
notes. “Since we have been able to keep 
polio at bay for over 20 years, we are 
committed to do whatever has to be done 
to not only keep this dreadful disease out 
of Kenya but to kick it out of Africa.” 
Lotay is hopeful that the single case of 
polio, which is genetically linked with the 
virus circulating in Somalia, might 
become the catalyst for more concerted 
action among all of the affected coun- 
tries. Already, he says, there is a sense of 
urgency in the planning and implementa- 
tion of immunization activities because of 
the polio infections in neighboring coun- 
tries. 

“The World Health Organization, Kenya- 
Expanded Program on Immunization, 
and other partners including Rotary 
decided to carry out immunizations 
against polio and measles towards the 
end of last year,” he explains. In August 
and September, health officials and vol- 
unteers in Ethiopia, Kenya, and Somalia 
held coordinated SNIDs. 

In the September immunization effort,
